DuPont Firm 


WASHINGTON (A P)-T he Jus­ 
tice Department today announced 
continued effort to force E. I. 
Du Pont de Nemours Co, to divest 
itself of its stockholdings in Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp. 
The department filed notice of 
appeal 
to 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
from a judgment of the Federal 
District Court at Chicago that Du 
Pont could properly retain own­ 
ership of the GM stock provided 
Du Punt surrendered the voting 
rights to individual Du Pont stock­ 
holders. 
Du Pont holds about 23 per cent 
of the outstanding GM stock, ac­ 
quired many years ago. 
These holdings are valued at 
more than three billion dollars. 
The 
federal 
government 
has 
sought since 1949 to force Du Pont 
to give up this stock on the 
grounds that the big holding is a 
violation of the antitrust laws. 
After two trials, the first lost 
outright by the government, Chi­ 
cago Federal District Judge Wal­ 
ter J. La Buy entered a judgment 
against Du Punt and GM last 
Nov. 17. 
However, Judge La Buy held 
that under present tax laws, any 
forced sale of the GM stock would 
channel a big share of Lhe profits 
into the U.S. Treasury and would 
be unnecessarily harsh and puni 
tive. 
The Chicago court said the Du 
Pont Co. could continue to own 
the stock and collect the GM divi 
dends, but must transfer the vot­ 
ing rights to its stockholders, ex 
eluding members of the Du Pent 
family of Wilmington.

Local School Expansion Plan 
Based on Expert's Program 


W. D, Darling, assistant super­ 
intendent of public instruction of 
the Ohio Department of Education, 
has recommended the citizens of 
Circleville expand the local school 
system. 
That recommendation Is based 
on the ever-growing school pop- 
ulation here and the inadequa­ 
cies of the present system. 
Darling, along with George Gar­ 
rison, assistnat supervisor of new 
construction for the state depart­ 
ment, visited here 
last October. 
They checked 
all 
buildings 
and 
c o n f e r r e d 
with 
Superinten­ 
dent George Hartman and Board 
Clerk Virgil Cress. 
Darling returned to Columbus 
and later informed Hartman of the 
results of his survey and inter­ 
view, which was designed to eval­ 
uate the Circleville school system. 
Darling reported that, in gen­ 
eral, the buildings are in good con­ 
dition and have been maintained 
carefully over the years. He said; 
• • • 
“OUR 
analog 
of 
your high 
school would indicate that it is in­ 


adequate a> it is presently being 
used. The greatest need is to re­ 
lieve the overcrowding by moving 
part of grades 7 and 8 elsewhere.” 
Darling also reported, “We find 
that three of your old elementary 
buildings are seriously substand­ 
ard. The old 
1895 model W’alnut 
Street building is so arranged and 
in such condition that we are of 
the opinion that any further major 
expenditures would be a waste of 
the taxpayers’ money.” 
In commenting on the Franklin 
building he said, 
“This 
building 
was clean, well kept, but worn out. 
Despite 
outside 
fire 
escapes 
it 
could be a fire trap. The remote 
basement toilets 
are 
deplorable. 
About the only part of this build­ 
ing that 
appears 
worth 
saving 
would be the heating system. We 
would recommend that this build­ 
ing be tom down.” 
About the High Street building, 
Darling said, “. . .it is in the best 
condition of your three old build­ 
ings. We would rate it as unsatis­ 
factory housing in a state project. 
Our advice, here too, would be to 


abandon and tear down (his build­ 
ing and replace it with a modern 
one or two f l o o r plan construct­ 
ion.” 
The state educator then went 
into detail about the housing for 
grades 7 and 8. He said, “We 
recommend that where the com­ 
munity center elementary1 plan 
is used, that each building house 
kindergarten t h r o u g h 
grade 
8.” 
Darling’s survey concluded that 
“our stilly of your enrollment fig­ 
ures indicate that by September 
1962 you will have a total enroll­ 
ment, kindergarten through grade 
8, of 2,356 and a high school enroll­ 
ment of 841. The elimination of the 
three old buildings would leave 
a capacity for only 1.020 elemen­ 
tary' pupils. Considering kindergar­ 
ten for half-time classes only it ap­ 
pears that you will need 30 new 
elementary classrooms by t h a t 
date.”

The Soviet Union and the West­ 
ern powers will resume disarma­ 
ment negotiations at Geneva on 
M arch 15, meeting as members 
of a Bi nation committee equally 
divided between Communists and 
the Western Allies.

The sixth grade ta an important 
grade in the life of your child aa 
It strengthens many of the basic 
skills in the areas of language arts 
and arithmetic. 
When a youngster leaves the 
sixth grade, It Is important thai 
he has mastered the (undo men- 
tai skills of reading which are *o 
important for success in junior 
and senior high school. 
The needs of children in this age 
group are many and varied. They 
need to feel secure and to he want* 
ed, yet still he provided with in* 
creasing opportunities to be inde­ 
pendent 
They need to have a high re­ 
gard for self, to he recognized as 
an individual and to attain recog­ 
nition and position in their social 
group This age group needs to lie 
given more freedom in developing 
rules and standards which govern 
their behavior. 
• 
• 
* 
OI R SIXTH GRADE teachers 
•re tactfully trying to provide for 
these and other needs while ad­ 
ministering the sixth grade pro­ 
gram. One of the biggest problems 
encountered by the sixth grade 
teacher In carrying out the pro­ 
gram is the wide range of schol­ 
astic ability among her pupils. 
The majority of her studies have 
the ability and necessary back- 
hackgmund knowledge to acquire 
the skills t a u g h t in the various 
sixth grade subject areas, B u t ; 
there are a few students who have I 
the ability and background to mas­ 
ter skills well beyond the sixth 
grade program and a few students 
who do not have the ability or 
background to master the skills of 
the same program. 
In addition, there are students 
whose ability to master skills, in 
different s u b j e c t areas, varies 
considerably. 
Therefore, It Is not uncommon 
for the sixth grade teacher to 
have students who are capable 
of performing arithmetic or lan­ 
guage art skills, that are provid­ 
ed for In the eight grade pro­ 
gram. and to have students that 
have not yet mastered arith­ 
metic or language art skills that 
are provided for In the fourth 
grade program. 
Consequently, our teachers are 
confronted with the problem of

One of the m a n y problem* 
confronting the schools, parents 
and pupils Is pupil evaluation. 
The use of “grades”, on a report 
card, can be of value if used 
intelligently by teachers 
and 
parents. They can 
also be 
a 
detriment if used unwisely. 
Many a teacher has seen grades 
used unwisely 
and has wished 
that she could dispense with them. 
Too often, if a child brings home 
“ A’s” and “ B's** on his report 
card, the parent! are complacent 
and commend the teacher and re­ 
ward the child. On the other hand, 
if a child bringa home “DV* and 
“ F'a”, the parents condemn either 
the child or teacher. 
Great care should be exercised 
by 
p a r e n t s 
by 
interpreting 
“grades” on their child’s report 
card. Most teachers realize that, 
“grades”, by themselves, are a 
doubtful means of communicating 
pupil progress between the teacher 
and the parent. 
•

• 
WHEN A PARENT interprets, 
“grades”, it is necessary that the 
parent know what the teacher in­ 
tends a letter grade to signify and 
what standards were used to deter­ 
mine the grade. 
Let’s examine what a “B” grade 


on a report card could mean with J 
out teather interpretation. It could 
mean that a student has maintina- 
ed a certain numercial average in 1 
a subject area based on standards 
established by the teacher. 
But the numerical average main­ 
tained by the student depends upon 
the standards established by the 
teacher and standards of teachers 
vary greatly. A student could prob­ 
ably receive a grade of 95 on a test 
developed by one teacher and per- j 
haps a grade of 85 on a test devel­ 
oped by another teacher, in the 
same subject area 
Research also has shown that 
Individuals grading 
the 
same 
papers will vary in their evalua­ 
tions from an “ A” to a “ D”. 
Multi pupil evaluation depends 
on the background of the teach­ 
er whirh can be exemplified by 
a simple illustration. 
A person entering, from the out­ 
side which has a temperature of 
0 degrees. Into a room which has a 
temperature of 70 degrees, will 
say the room ii hot. Another per­ 
son entering the same room which 
from an outside temperature of IOO 
degrees will say the room is cold. 
Thus It is important to under­ 
stand your teacher’s standards, in 
interpreting grades. A grade of 
” B”, on the report card also could 
mean that the child ranks in a par­ 
ticular position in regard to the re­ 
mainder of the class. 
• 
• 
• 
BIT THIS WOULD give no indi­ 
cation of how the class would rank 
with other classes and thus, the 
evaluation Is not too meaningful. 
In other instances, a grade of 
“B” could mean that a child i* do­ 
ing a good job of achieving in rela­ 
tionship to his ability. But this does 
not indicate tile level of ability of 
the level of achievement. 
A grade of “ B” could mean that 
a child has passed certain stand­ 
ards established by the teacher but 
does not give assurance that the 
child can apply the knowledge he 
has 
learned. 
Interpretation 
of, 
“grades”, by parents without fur­ 
ther t e a c h e r explanation may 
prove to be misleading. 
Grades are Mimetimes used as 
Incentive to *pur children on to 
do better sr hoof work. There is 
prevalent thinkng that if children 
were 
not 
given 
grades, 
their 
school 
achievement 
would 
de­ 
crease. 
Children with good scholastic ab­ 


ility can be made to perform high­ 
er achievement by competing, with 
fellow students, for better grades. 
But teachers and parents need to 
be careful in using grades as an in­ 
centive for children with low schol­ 
astic ability, lf extreme care D not 
taken, the grades will develop at­ 
titudes of defeatism and failure, 
rather than act as an incentive for 
better achievement. 
You, as a parent, can help your 
child’s growth by your reactions 
to the grades he brings home on 
his report card. If your child’s 
grades are lower than you desire, 
use a 
positive 
approach 
rather 
than pressure your child, to bring 
borne better grades. 
Perhaps he is doing as wed at 
his ability will permit him to do. 
lf so. parental pressure can cause 
the child to resort to cheating, to 
receive higher grades, in order to 
please his parents. 
• • • 


INDUE 
PARENTAL 
pressure 
can also provide frustration which 
can develop into nervous disord­ 
ers or hatred for school. If your 
child brings home good grades, it 
is doubtful that he should be giv­ 
en monetary gain. Paying a child 
so much for an “A” or so much 
for a “B” can have serious ramify 
cations. 
First, it can envelop the attitude 
that good effort should be forth 
coming only if there is monetary 
gain rather than develop the atti­ 
tude of doing a good job for ones 
own personal satisfaction. 
Second, there may be other chil­ 
dren In the family who do not have 
the ability to acquire “A’s” and 
“B's” and this procedure will add 
more problems to their troubled 
world, as noted 
above. 
Positive 
praise rather than monetary re­ 
ward will probably prove 
more 
beneficial. 
If your child brings home good 
grades, don’t become complac­ 
ent. Visit your child’s teacher 
and your child’s class and find 
out what the grades mean. Many 
a complacent parent has been 
jolted when their child experienc­ 
ed difficulty in high school or In 
college. 
And of course the blame for the 
student’s difficulty was places on 
the school rather than on the par­ 
ents complacency. 
Likewise if your child 
brings 
home low grades, don’t condemn 
the child or school, don’t rush to

NEW YORK (AP) — This is the 
time of >ear when no one wants 
to be v ice president of the United 
States. 
Su rely , somebody m u it want to 
be v ice president. 
Of cou rse, ev en if a man want# 
the job. he mu st, by tradition, act 
lik e he isn't interested. The psy ­ 
chology of this is easy to u nder- 
atand. Did y ou ev er hear of an 
u nm arried woman campaigning to 
become bridesmaid? 
If y ou really want to be v ice 
president, y ou hav e to start by 
deny ing y ou 're a candidate or ac­ 
tiv e candidate for president. Then, 
after a decent interv al, y ou hav e 
to be persu aded to become an ac­ 
tiv e candidate for president. Al­ 
most any amou nt of persu asion 
will do—a nu dge from y ou r moth­ 
er or a letter from y ou r old scou t­ 
m aster is enou gh. 
You mak e y ou r big annou nce 
ment and insist y ou ’re in this fight 
for the top nomination, and only 
the top nomination, to the bitter 
end. And y ou start fighting, and 
ju st before the bitter end. ju st be 
fore they close that last door at 


the conv ention, y ou su ccu mb to an 
u nselfish glow of party harmony 
and national du ty . You ru sh u p 
to the speak er's platform and, in 
a bu rst of sweaty rhetoric, ask 
y ou r delegates to v ole for the oth­ 
er gu y . who then will agree that 
y ou 're the best man for the v ice 
presidential nomination. 
The timing has to be perfect, lf 
y ou ju mp too soon, y ou indicate 
weak ness. If y ou wait a moment 
too long, y ou won t ev en be able 
to get a traffic tick et fix ed in the 
nex t fou r y ears. 
That's ju st practical politics. A 
man who begins with a modest 
ambition has nothing to trade. If 
he starts ou t pu blicly wanting only 
to be v ice president, he may end 
u p secretary of interior or u tility 
infielder for the Washington Sena­ 
tors 
That s practical politics and I’m 
against it. After all, being v ice 
president is still a pretty fair job. 
It pay s $35,000 a y ear and $10,000 
in ex penses and y ou mak e y ou r 
own hou rs. And despite all the 
jok es, the chances for adv ance­ 
ment are good; of ou r 34 pres­ 
idents, eight were v ice president! 
first. 


Personally , I'm opposed to all 
coy ness in politics, especially for 
the two biggest jobs. If a man 
wants either, he ou ght to say so. 
As a tax pay er, I resent think ing 
I may be imposing on someone 
by mak ing him president or v ice 
president of the United States. 
In fact, I think there ou ght to 
be a constitu tional amendment to 
eliminate campaign coy ness, lf a 
man really doesn’t want to be 
president, he ou ght to be obliged 
by law to mak e a Sherman-lik e 
annou ncement and then be ru led 
ineligible. If he doesn’t want to 
seek the office bu t will accept a 
draft, he ou ght to hav e to say so. 
If he wants the job and will tak e 
it u nder any circu m stances he can 
Wien, borrow or steal, he ou ght to 
hav e to say that, too. 
And if he think s he # too good 
to be v ice president, he shou ld say 
so and then not be allowed to 
change his mind when nothing bet­ 
ter comes along. 
After all, any personnel director 
will 
tell y ou y ou 
can't ex pect 
mu ch of a performance from a 
sore loser or any one who has to 
be pu shed k ick ing and screaming 
into the job.

We can fall behind the entire

aid to u nderdev eloped cou ntries, 
most 
Eu ropean 
a nd 
Asiatic 
plants and eq u ipment are new 
and cou ld be sav ing in the cost 
of produ ction.

conditions. 
This is tru e in many indu stries 
and represents a 
foolhardy 
ap­ 
proach to a seriou s problem. Af­ 
ter all. the v ery persons who re­ 
ject new processes in their own 
indu stries, go to the stores, now 
translated into consu mers, 
and 
bu y at the lowest prices, often 
ev en preferring imported 
goods 
at cheaper prices to American 
goods, the prices of which are 
determined 
by 
insistence 
u pon 
maintaining costly work ru les. 
Perhaps this is hu man natu re 
bu t it is a dangerou s k ind of na­ 
tu re at a time when ou r national 
economy is in a 
death-stru ggle 
with ot h e r 
economies 
which 
fu nction differently . 
If one wishes to stu dy this pro­ 
blem sharply , he need only con­ 
sider the import of foreign cars 
into the United States du ring the

Congenital Hernia Difficult

Vagu e and occasional abdoninial 
distress sometimes can be traced 
way back to dev elopment of an in­ 
ternal hernia of the intestine of the 
hu man embry o. 
Med ic ca by , we refer to this in­ 
testinal disorder as mesentenco- 
parietal herniation. Bu t no matter 
how y ou pronou nce it, it may mean 
a lifetime of off-and-on trou ble. 
Becau se of its indefinite natu re, 
it often is a difficu lt ailment to dia­ 
gnose. 
The 
phy sical 
sy mptoms 
mu st be stu died carefu lly or the 
tru e sou rce of the problem may be 
ov erlook ed. 
Usu ally , v ictims of this ty pe of 
hernia will complain of v agu e per­ 
iodic abdominal 
distress 
for 
a 
nu mber of y ears. They may also 
hav e a small 
bowel 
obstru ction, 
bu t this alone may not be enou gh 
ev idence for a phy sician to su spect 
the basic cau se of the trou ble. 
He mu st also condu ct an x ray 
ex amination or hav e a radiologist 
condu ct one on the patient. 
This ty pe of congenital hernia oc­ 
cu rs in this way : 
an orifice, or 
hole in the su pporting tissu es of 
the intestinal tract, fails to close as 
the embry o 
grows. 
Some 
small 
part of the intestine then enters 
this hole inside the body . 
The situ ation might be ov erlook ­ 
ed entirely du ring early life. 
In 
fact, Dr. D. J. Sieniewicz, a Mont­ 
real, Canada, radiological special­ 
ist, say s that many su ch conditions 
go 
u nrecognized 
throu ghou t 
the 
patients’ lifetime and are fou nd 
only du ring au topsies. 
Radiological stu dy is important, 
he emphasizes, in helping to recog­ 
nize a b n o r m a l patterns a nd 
assessing clinical data 
Now I'm pretty su re that few of 
y ou with abnormal distress hav e 
ev er thou ght that the blame may 


be placed on mesentericoparietal 
herniation and whether or not it 
shou ld be, is something which y ou r 
doctor mu st determine. 
. Bu t the fact that some cases of 
abdominal trou ble might be traced 
back ev en to before the v ictim was 
born, shows the idiocy of try ing 
to cu re su ch distress with home­ 
made remedies. 
Still, many of y ou do it day in 
and day ou t. 
Qu estion and Answer 
I. C. M.: A few months ago I no­ 
ticed a soreness in my hands and 
feet which gradu ally disappeared. 
Now I hav e only a slight soreness, 
bu t it is accompanied by a snap­ 
ping of the joints. 
Can y ou tell me the cau se of this 
and what I can do to allev iate the 
condition? 
Answer: There are many condi­ 
tions that might cau se soreness in 
hands and feet, among them, arth­ 
ritis. neu ritis and allergies. 
I wou ld recommend that y ou con­ 
su lt y ou r family phy sician so that 
he can diagnose the cau se and su g­ 
gest proper treatment.

The President said in his Stat# 
of the Union message; 
"We are all relieved that a aet 
dem ent has at last been achiev­ 
ed ut that (steel) industry. Per­ 
centagewise. by this settlement, 
the increase to the steel compan­ 
ies ut employment coats la low­ 
er than in any prior wage set­ 
tlement since World War II.. 
This misses the moat import 
am factor in the defeat of man­ 
agement in this very 
peculiar 
strike.

was not the increase in wagrs 
and fringe benefits. It was rath­ 
er the question of work rules and 
the decision on that will be far­ 
reaching and could, if not cor­ 
rected, determine the character 
of American industry altogether.

1. By this settlement, not man- 
ment but the labor unions de­ 
ride the work rules of an indus­ 
try;

Congenital Hernia Difficult

Vague and occasional abdominal 
distress sometimes can he traced ! 
way back to development of an in­ 
ternal hernia of the intestine of the 
human embryo. 
Medievally, wa refer to this in­ 
testinal disorder as mesenterico- 
panetal herniation 
But no matter 
how you pronounce it. it may mean 
a lifetime of off-and on trouble 
Because of its indefinite nature. 
it often is a difficult ailment to dia­ 
gnose. 
The 
physical 
symptoms 
must be studied carefully or the 
true source of the problem may be 
overlooked 
Usually, vicUms of this type of 
hernia will complain of vague per­ 
iodic abdominal 
distress

They may also
